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ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Section  2  of  an  act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  40,  65th  Congress) 
approved  August  10,  1917,  provides  as  follows: 

"Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  with  the  approval 
of  the  IVesident,  is  authorized  to  investigate  and  ascertain  the 
demand  for,  the  supply,  consumption,  costs,  and  prices  of,  and  the 
basic  facts  relating  to  the  ownership,  production,  transportation, 
manufacture,  storage,  and  distribution  of,  foods,  food  materials, 
feeds,  seeds,  fertilizers,  agricultural  implements  and  machinery, 
and  any  article  required  in  connection  with  the  production,  distri- 
bution, or  utilization  of  food.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person, 
when  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  or  any  agent 
acting  under  his  instructions,  to  answer  correctly,  to  the  best  of 
his  knowledge,  under  oath  or  otherwise,  all  questions  touching 
his  knowledge  of  any  matter  authorized  to  be  investigated  under 
Ibis  section,  or  to  produce  all  books,  letters,  papers,  or  dopuments 
in  his  possession,  or  under  his  contrd,  relating  to  such  matter. 
Any  person  who  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  not  exceeding  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  receipt  of  the  request,  wilfully  fail  or  refuse  to  answer 
such  questions  or  to  produce  such  books,  letters,  papers,  or  docu- 
ments, or  who  shall  wilfully  give  any  answer  that  is  false  or  mis- 
leading, shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both." 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  section  2,  of  the 
act.  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  has  been  authorized  and  instructed  as  an 
agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  obtain  authoritative  information  regarding  the  matters 
authorized  to  be  investigated  under  that  section. 

The  Food  Surveys  Project  has  been  established  pursuant  to 
sections. 2  and  8,  of  the  act,  to  obtain  such  information  concerning 
food  and  food  materials  as  may  seem  necessary  or  desirable  for  the 
guidance  of  governTiiental  agencies  and  the  public  in  making  plans 
for  increasing  production,  for  promoting  eflicicnl  distribution, 
and  for  directing  conservation  and  utilization. 

"Food  Sur\  eys"  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  C.  \\  . 
Thompson,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Ftod  Surveys  Project. 

The  regular  monthly  issue  of  "Food  Surveys''  will  be  mailed 
from  Washington,  D.  C,  between  the  fifteenth  and  twentieth  of 
etich  month.  In  addition,  special  numbers  of  "Food  Surveys" 
will  be  issued  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require.  A  copy 
may  be  obtained  on  application  to  "Food  Surveys,"  Bureau  of 
Markets,  Room  229,  Homer  Building,  Washington,  D.  G.

SCOPE  OF  "FOOD  SURVEYS." 

The  first  issue  of  "Food  Surveys"  contains  information  regard- 
ing the  stocks  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour,  other  important  cereals, 
and  wheat  flour  substitutes,  reported  by  elevators  and  grain  ware- 
houses, general  warehouses,  grain  mills,  und  wholesale  grain  dealers. 
The  tables  submitted  include  total  stocks  reported  for  April  1,  1918, 
and  comparative  figures  for  April  1,  1918,  and  April  1,  1917.  A 
similar  report  will  appear  in  each  regi  Lir  monthly  issue  r)f  this 
publication.  In  addition,  monthly  reports  showing  the  holdings 
of  other  important  food  products  in  the  hands  of  wholesale  dealers 
will  be  furnished  beginning  with  the  regular  monthly  issue  for 
May.  The  stocks  of  condensed  and  evaporated  milk,  as  reported 
by  condensaries,  will  be  given  as  well  as  those  reported  by  wholesale 
dealers.  The  stocks  of  important  food  products  held  by  other 
classes  of  food  manufacturers  will  be  reported  from  time  to  time. 

A  series  ni  special  issues  of  "Food  Surveys"  will  appear  shortly 
giving  the  final  results  of  the  comprehensive  survey  of  December

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WAR  EMERGENCY  FOOD  SURVEYS. 


Under  the  Act  of  Congress  for  "Stimulating  Agriculture  and 
Facilitating  the  Distribution  of  Products,"  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent August  10,  1917,  Congress  appropriated  $600,000  for  investiga- 
tions with  reference  to  the  Nation's  supply  of  food,  food  materials, 
anil  feeds,  and  other  matters. 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  given  by  this  law  a  food  survey 
was  immediately  made  under  date  of  August  31,  and  a  more  com- 
prehensive survey  under  date  of  December  31,  1917.  Information 
was  secured  in  each  survey  with  reference  to  (1)  stocks  of  raw 
food  products  on  farms;  (2)  stocks  of  food  products  held  by  manu- 
facturing, storing,  jobbing,  wholesale,  retail,  and  other  commercial 
establishments;  (3)  household  stocks  of  food  and  household  con- 
sumption. 

Preliminary  Survey  of  August  31,  1917. 

\j\  conneclion  with  the  August  31  survey,  some  300,000 
schedules  were  mailed  to  \arious  classes  of  commercial  concerns 
asking  their  holdings  of  eighteen  different  items  of  food  and  food 
materials.  The  information  obtained  by  mail,  in  so  far  as  it  related 
to  retail  establishments,  was  supplemented  by  returns  from  a 
jjersoual  canvass  made  in  a  number  of  representative  cities  and 
coimties  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  Six  circulars  have  been 
issued  embodying  information  obtained  from  the  survey  of  August 
31,  as  follows: 

No.  96.  Sugar  Supply  of  the  U.S.:  Its  Extent  and  Distribution 
on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  97.  The  Supply  of  Lard  in  the  U.  S.:  Its  Extent  and 
Distribution  on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  98.  The  Supply  of  Canned  Salmon  in  the  U.  S.:  Its 
Extent  and  Distribution  on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  99.  C()n)mercial  Stocks  of  jMiscellaneous  Cereal  and 
Vegetable  Foodstuffs  in  the  U.  S.  on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  100.  Commercial  Stocks  of  Wheat  and  Flour  in  the  U.  S. 
on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  101.  Commercial  Stocks  of  Miscellaneous  Animal  Food 
Products  in  the  U.  S.  on  August  31,  1917. 

The  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates,  through  its  existing  machinery 
and  usual  methods,  obtained  information  regarding  amounts  of 
food  products  on  farms,  especially  the  quantity  of  cereals,  live  stock. 


and  poultry,  and  in  this  connection  covered  a  wider  range  of  prod- 
ucts and  more  detailed  information  regarding  live  stock  than  had 
previously  been  obtained  by  that  Bureau. 

The  States  Relations  Service,  through  its  Offices  of  Extension 
and  Home  Economics,  assisted  in  obtaining  information  from  up- 
wards of  2.000  families  concerning  the  stocks  of  food  held  by  them 
and  the  amount  consumed  during  a  period  of  one  week. 

The  Food  Survey  of  December  31,  1917. 

While  the  Food  Survey  of  August  31  covered  eighteen  food  items 
and  brought  returns  from  more  than  150,000  conmiercial  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States,  a  more  comprehensive  survey  was 
undertaken  under  date  of  December  31,  covering  86  items  of  food 
and  food  materials.  This  schedule  was  sent  by  mail  to  approxi- 
mately 590,000  commercial  establishments  in  the  United  States 
and  called  for  an  inventory  of  the  stocks  of  the  various  food  items 
held  by  them  on  the  date  of  the  survey,  the  amount  in  transit 
from  such  concerns,  and  the  stocks  on  hantl  on  the  corresponding 
date  a  year  earlier,  namely,  December  31,  1916. 

Intensive  Surveys  of  Retail  Concerns. 

It  has  been  found  impracticable  to  obtain  a  complete  invenl'iry 
of  the  stocks  of  the  smaller  retail  concerns  by  mail  and  for  this 
reason  intensive  surveys  were  made  by  personal  canvass  in  41 
representative  counties.  The  schedule  used  for  the  intensive 
surveys  was  the  same  as  that  in  the  general  survey,  and  about 
40,000  schedules  have  been  received  from  retail  establishments  in 
this  way.  The  results  of  the  intensive  survey  are  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  information  already  received  from  retail  establish- 
ments by  mail  as  a  basis  for  making  an  estimate  of  the  total  retail 
stocks  for  the  entire  country. 

Surveys  of  Family  Stocks  and  Consumption. 

The  Household  Inventory  and  Consumption  schedule  was  dis- 
tributed among  some  40,000  representative  families  in  all  parts  of 
the  country.  An  effort  was  made  to  select  families  that  would  be 
representative  with  reference  to  residence,  occupation,  and  income 
and  thus  furnish  a  fair  sample  as  a  basis  for  estimates  for  the  entire 
country. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  IMPORTANT  GRAINS  AND  GRAIN  FOOD-PRODUCTS 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  ON  APRIL  1,  1918. 

The  total  stocks  reported  for  each  of  the  fifteen  commodities  covered  by  the  Survey  are  given  in  Table  1.  Beside  these  total  quanlilies 
for  each  commodity,  the  table  shows  separately  the  stocks  reported  for  each  of  the  four  classes  of  business  concerns  that  were  asked  to 
subuiit  data.  The  total  niunber  of  firms  reporting  stocks  in  the  case  of  each  commodity  is  also  given  both  for  the  total  quantities  reported 
and  for  the  quantities  reported  by  each  of  the  classes  of  dealers.  The  table  indicates  that  the  stocks  of  wheat  and  rye  were  held  largely 
by  grain  mills  and  by  elevators  and  grain  warehouses,  and  that  roughly  two-thirds  of  the  barley  supply  was  held  by  the  ele\  ators  and 
grain  warehouses  alone,  while  the  stocks  of  corn  and  oats  were  to  a  very  considerable  extent  held  by  wholesale  grain  dealers.  The  ^  acinous 
forms  of  (lour  and  meal,  on  the  other  hand,  were  held  principally  by  the  grain  mills.  Only  in  the  case  of  rye  meal  and  barley  meal  did 
the  grain  mills  fail  to  show  holdings  greater  than  the  combined  holdings  of  the  three  other  classes  of  concerns.

FOOD  SURVEYS. 


Table  2  presents  comparative  figures  for  April  1,  1918,  and 
April  1,  1917,  for  each  of  the  fifteen  commodities  covered  by  the 
Survey.  Such  comparative  figures  are  given  first  for  the  holdings 
of  the  four  classes  of  business  concerns  combined,  and  later  for  each 
class  of  concerns  separately.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  table,  all  con- 
cerns reporting  did  not  give  figures  for  both  dates.  The  compara- 
tive figures  are,  of  course,  based  on  those  reports  only  which  reported 
also  their  stocks  for  April  1,  1917.  The  comparative  figures  are  near 
enough  complete,  however,  to  make  any  considerable  error  in  the 
percenlages  based  thereon  highly  improbable. 

The  part  of  the  table  giving  combined  figures  for  the  four  classes 
of  coricerns  indicates  that  the  commercial  stocks  of  wheat  on  April 
1,  1918,  were  only  37.9  per  cent  of  those  on  April  1,  1917,  while  those 
of  white  wheat  flour  were  82.9  of  those  of  the  earlier  date.  With 
the  exception  of  oats  and  buckwheat  flour  the  stocks  of  the  other 
commodities  show  a  considerable  increase.

The  commercial  visible  supply  of  wheat,  corn,  oats,  barley, 
and  rye  reported  by  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  for  April  G,  1918, 
and  April  6,  1917,  and  the  commercial  visible  supply  of  wheat 
reported  by  Bradstreet  for  March  30  of  the  same  years  are  shown 
below  in  Table  3,  together  with  the  Survey  figures  for  April  1. 
The  figures  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  cover  only  the  primary 
markets  and  port  cities.  Those  of  Bradstreet  cover  in  addition 
to  these  points  a  considerable  number  of  minor  interior  markets. 
The  figures  obtained  through  the  Survey,  as  already  indicated, 
.include  stocks  of  elevators  and  grain  warehouses,  general  ware- 
houses, grain  millers,  and  wholesale  grain  dealers  throughout 
the  country. 

By  subtracting  the  primary  market  stocks  of  wheat  as  re'ported 
by  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  from  the  relatively  complete  com- 
mercial stocks  of  wheat  as  obtained  by  the  food  survey,  it  may  be 
seen  that  the  stocks  other  than  those  in  primary  markets  and 
port  cities  did  not  vary  widely  for  the  two  dates.
